“HEAPS OF DEAD WON'T 
INTERFERE WITH 
. HEAPS OF MONEY” 


(Great Britain's most colorful lit- 
erary personality, author + lecturer- 
playwright, and winner of the Nobel 
Prize for Literature in 19265, wrote 
the following as «his contribution to 
the Associated Press Survey of Brit- 
ish Opinion on the Present European 
Crisis.) 


By G. BERNARD SHAW 


In the event of war between Abys- 
sinia and Italy, neither the United 
States nor any Buropean state could 
possibly intervent on the side of 
Abyssinia. 

Signor Mussolini knows this. He 
has a free hand in Abyssinia; and it 
would be far kinder to the Abyssin- 
ians, and increase Signor Mussolini's 
responsibilty to public opinion if 
the fact were at once acknowledged. 

This inevitable conclusion will be 
another blow at the League of Na- 
tions; but such blows are the penalty 
for the thoughtlesness with which 
the League was constituted. 
Supernational Leaders 

I pointed out years before Wood- 
row Wilson took a hand in the bus- 
iness, that such supernational lead- 
ers must be psychologically homo- 
geneous. 

They can operate if they make a 
certain level of civilization an_ in- 
dispensable qualification for admis- 
sion. 

For example, a cannibal state, as 
New Zealand was before England 
took possession, exactly as Mussolini 
proposes to take possession of Abys- 
sinia, could not have pleaded mem- 
bership of a League of Nations (had 
such a thing then existed) as a bar 
English civilization, because no 
civilized nation could have gone to 
war with England in defense of can- 
nibalism. 


The fact that 


to 


the invitation to 
Abyssinia to join the League came 
from Italy does not alter the situa- 
tion in the least. Italy made a mis- 
take; that is all. 

The only way to escape war for 
the Lion of Judah is to accept the 
position of a native prince under the 


Italian Empire, as he would in India] 


under the British Empire. 


That would extend his Own power 
over his people very considerably; 


for his present police, representing 
in reality his power, can be neither 
as effective nor as Omnipresent as 
Italy could make it. 
“Childish Nonsense” 

The notion that annexation of 
Abyssinia by Italy could provoke a 
Juropean war immediately and di- 
rectly On its own merits is childish 
nonsense. But there are remoter]- - - 


possibilities which should make Italy 
do what she can to obtain a blood- 
less surrender. 


If the Abyssinians put up a fight 
On lines laid down by Lawrence of 
Arabia, carefully avoiding anything 
like pitched battle, they may effect 
a drain on Italy’s resources and the 
patience of her people that will 
make it impossible for || Duce to 
undertake another war on her north- 
ern frontier. 


In such an event, Herr Hitler will 
reaize the dream of his youth by 
“Anschluss” . compelling oa central 
German Nmpire in Germany ..and 
AustfTa. 

The Little Entente could hardly 
fight him without Italy’s held: The 
League could not object to “An- 
schluss” as a thing bad in itself; 


it would be the salvation of ruined 
Vienna. 

I see other consideration 
will put a brake on Italy. 
Capital’s Benefit 

Pacificists will exclaim against the 
horrors of war. Diplomatists will 
rush about between Embassies and 
Geneva assuring us they are doing 
their utmost to secure observances 
of the Covenant consistently with 
the interests of ther respective na- 
tions. 

But the interest obtainable On cap- 
ital, now a drug on the market, will 
double; industries will make big 
profits. ; 

Banks: will flourish. The heaps of 
dead in Ethiopia will not inconven- 
lence the owners of heaps of money: 
now on deposit at one per cent, and 
hungering for five.

LOWER GRAIN STORAGE RATES 


Something new in the history of 
the grain business in Western Can- 
ada developed this week when the 
Alberta Pool WBlevators announced 
its intention of cutting the storage 
rates for grain carried in its eleva- 
tors by approximately one third 
effective from August 31, 1985 to 
August 31, 1936. 

Pool Blevators will charge 1-45c 
a bushel a day for grain in store in- 
stead of 1-30c a bushel a day — the 
rate which has prevailed for many 
years. The new rate* will apply for 
grain stored in its over 485 country 
houses as well as in its 4 terminals 
at the Pacific coast. 

Alberta Pool Blevators is a co-op- 
erative organization owned and op- 
erated by Alberta farmers. In that 
position it considers it a privilege 
to be instrumental in reducing costs

CANADIAN PUPILS 
AVERAGE 10 YEARS 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 


No other occupational activity in 
the life of the country claims the 
daily attendance of so many persons 
the Canadian schools. Bach year 
one fourth of Canada’s population ap- 
| pears in the classroom as either a 
jteacher or a pupil. Canada has al- 
Most twice as many school children 
‘as farmers, and as many as there are 
‘men in all other occupations com- 
‘bined. These facts were brought in 
bulletin issued by the Dominion 
| Bureau of Statistics, and are based 
on figures of the last census. 

The educational system has broad- 
ened not only in institutions of high- 
‘er learning but in primary and sec- 
ondary schools, to such an extent 
that the Canadian child today has a 
much greater chance of cultivating 
his intelligence than his parents 
had. Schools and universities claim 
about 3.5 per cent of the national 
‘expenditure. 

Canadian child of today goes 
to school for an average of 10 years; 
and counting 10 months ag a school 
year, he receives about eight and a 
half years schooling, or about halt 
as much again as his parents re- 
ceived. Conditions as of the last cen- 
sus show an atendance for the aver- 
age child throughout Canada of 8.55 
years, almost one year more than 
1921, and two more than in 1911. 

| Ontario and British Columbia show 
an average attendance of over nine 
‘years, the prairie provinces and 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Is- 
land between eight and nine years, 
with Quebec and New Brunswick at 
‘that time the only provinces not ex- 
ceeding eight years as an average.

Included 
in this expenditure are items for: mainten- 
ance of roads, education, administration of 
justice, university requirements, various 
public works, old age pensions, mothers’ al- 
lowances, agricultural requirements, relief, 
and so on. 

The province has capital liabilities for 
the ensuing year which total $6,400,000. 
This includes amounts required to pay off 
bonds falling due in 19396. 

The above figures show the need for 
careful handling of the financial affairs of 
the province for the next year or two. By 
refusing to pay interest or principal on the 
bonded indebtedness the province could 
probably get by on current revenue. But 
the credit of the province would be irrepar- 
ably affected. It could not borrow for a gen- 
eration, which might be a good thing at that- 

The orothodox manner to approach the 
financial situation is to agree ‘to meet pay- 
ments of interest when due and to strive to 
balance the budget. If assurances were giv- 
en to follow such a_ course the province 
‘would undoubtedly obtain the ‘backing of 
the federal government.

TURNER VALLEY’S PROBLEM

Furthermore the big gas flow is deep-seated 
and well drilling is expensive. 

Turner Valley was drilled in a fever of 
stock-selling excitement. Millions of dollars 
were lost by A planned system of 
exploration would have been infinitely more 
economical, would have saved the waste of 
millions of dollars worth of natural gas and 
would have saved vast sums for those who 
put their money into the field. 

As Turner) Valley has developed 
much of the true wealth is wasted. This is 
evidenced by the fact that as high as 500,000 
feet of gas is required to produce one barrel 
of oil. It would have been much more eco- 
nomical to have permitted the purchase of 
Texas oil which sold for as low as Ae a 
barrel in East Texas and conserved Turner 
Valley. 

Because there are no pipe lines east 
west, oil and gas from Turner Valley cannot 
be distributed over a wide area. No sensible 
business corporation will build pipe lines be- 
cause the field’s resources are being wasted 
and will last for only a comparatively few 
years longer. 

Oil cannot be shipped by tank cars from 
Alberta to the east and to the west because 
it can be laid down in Vancouver much 
cheaper by water transportation from Peru, 
and in the east pipe lines supply the need 
very cheaply, carrying oil from the mid- 
continent fields of the United States.
